For example, t>n the first $1,999. 
the percentage would _be raised 
from the prcsent_a^ to an even 
4 per cent.

The third 
$1 000 would see percentages 
dropped from 7.2 to 4 J; fourth, 
from 8.26 to 5 per cent; fifth, 
from BJ5 to 5.3 per cent. On 
salaries over $5,000 the rate would 
be 5.5 Instead of the current 10.6, 

Millar said the proposal la de- 
signed to raise about 20 million 
dollars. 

The one per cent surtax would 
be levied on every Individual as 
well fis trusts and estates. Non- 
resldenl.s of Idaho who derive a 
portion of their Income from this 
state would fait Under the some 
regulations. 

Taxpayers having no taxable 
Income and for whom an exemp!- 
tlon Is oUowed to parents, will 
have no Income tax adjustments 
and will have no surtax levied.

No More Delays 

Residents of Twin Falls have about 
run out-of time in, facing: up to the prob- 
J Jem of an jidequate supply of good water 
and a distribution system. For more 
years than many residents care to recall, 
the city has avoided a .decision about 
the supply and distribution of water. 
Now the city commiBsion will ask voters 
to decide in May whether to go about 
solving a water problem that has become 
a big and expensive project merely be- 
cause no one has wanted to face up to 
the situation in past years. Little by lit- 
tle, the problem has become more serious 
and complex until it's just not feasible 
or sensible to go along postponing de- 
cisions anymore: 

No one should tfe "blamed for the pres- 
ent situation. The problem has developed 
bit by bit through the years.-f irst of aHr 
no one 60 years ago could Tiavc predicted 
Twin Falls growth and needs. Then each 
time the city outgrew its source of do- 
mestic water, mnk«fshift measures were' 
used to cope with each new increase in 

^emHTid-for-wat«r, 

Perhaps the turning point occurred 
only a few years ago when water was 
turned out of the Twin Falls Canal com 
pany's system of canals for the first 
time in winter months. Again, however, 
the £Uy resorted to makeshift .solutions 
that were adcQuate only for the present. 
First, water from a privnlely-owned well 
got the city through its first crifiis. Then 
the city d;-illed more %Vell8, a sourcpsUiat 
city ofificials say hasn't been too success- 
ful. 

So present residents of the city have 
^Inherited a problem that has become in- 
creasingly complex and expensive -'Sith 
each makeshift solution down through 
the years. Not the least part of the prob- 
lem is the matter of raising city charges 
to cover thQ„c08t of delivering water. 
There will be some loud screams when 
new rates are determined to follow the 
theory that charges should correspond to 
costs, but no one can expect the city to 
deliver water to the faucet below actual 
cost. In this respect, at least, residents 
of Twin Falls haVe been spoiled for many 
years. 

- There's one good aspect of the present 
. water problen»>. It's coming to the de- 
cision stage at a time when the city is 

^«u« free of all bondedJndebtednass^ 

There's every reason to expect local citi- 
zens will rise to the challenge and ap- 
prove general obligation bonds to ac- 
complish something that'a been overdue 
f or-years. When the need exists, reai- 
jdents of IVin Falls have always ap- 
proved,_fidhatever improvements are nec- 
es.tnry.

The Nam Pong project Is being built by a Ger- 
man firm — and financed by a aermon loan — 
under contract to the Thai government. And 
although the German bosses arre efficient, they 
are taskmasters . who would bring a smile to -the 
Hps of Simon Legree. A deihond for better work- 
ing conditions would have made some sense. 

Peking has been heovy-handedly obvious In oth- 
er ways. Somebody made off with a considerable 
supply of high tension wire supplylnR power to 
the construction site. And at the outset the strlk- 
ers made It nlaln t he y were Interes t ed In strikin g. 




not negotiating. Their walkout occurred almul 
tancously wllh their demand for higtier wages, 
before any negotiations were possible.

GOVERNIvreNT ALERT— To give credit where 
due. the Thai government has shown considerable 
alfcrtncss and horse sense In combatting thU fiSa 
attempt to sow dissension. More than 100 officials 
from several ministries have been assigned to 
push a crash development drive In areas troubled 
by communist Infiltration. The drive Is concen- 
trated In provinces bordering the Mekong river 
frontier with Laos adjoming Laotlon territory 
held by the tonununlst Pathet Lao. 

As In Singapore, where such social welfare 
projects as new public housing have won Inter- 
national attention, the Bangkok regime seems 
determined to fight communism by eliminating 
the conditions that breed. IL If the present cam- 
paign continues successful, the Thola won't need 
quite so many guns to keep the reds out of their 
country.

hllSSILE GAP KEVISFTED 
For Illuminating one of the critical episodes 
of the cold war — the strange case of the missile 
gap— Everett S. Allen of the New Bedford (Miss.) 
Standard-Times deserves the country's thanks. 
The Associated Press distributed his stories, and 
tlio Post-Dispatch was happy to publish them. 
Now that American superiority In long-range mis- 
siles Is so thoroughly citabllsh ed I t Is fasclna t- 
Ing to [mnder how the nation come to believe, 
only a few years ago. Uiat the Russians were on 
the way to an almost Inevitably superiority that 
threatened our very existence. 

The basic error of our intelligence estimate 
was to assume that, because the Soviets had 
Industrial capacity to produce a certain num- 
ber of mUslles. they would produce and deploy 
all they could. The Russians threw us off by not 
employing their productive plant to full capa- 
city, and so we were able to build far more 
itjiia Uiey did. 

More was Involved than Intelligence estimates, 
however, and the experience Is Instructive for 
future national conduct. Many of our leaders 
could readily believe In the missile gap because 
they considered It axiomatic that the Russians 
would seek military superiority at all costs, that 
they would atUck If they could, that th«y.^^uUd 
be deterred from war only by overwhelming mUl- 
tary superiority on our side. In other words, we 
were virtuously arming for self-defen.<!e. and the 
Russians were wickedly arming for aggression— 
that was the thought, and unfortunately In some 
circles still Is. 

The case of the mLisUe gap suggests that the 
Russians may be deterred from war not by the 
fear of losing It. but Just by the-f«uuiiwarjx. 
also Indicates that their pathbloglcaladdlctlon 
to secrecy may be intended to Ifbver up weakne-M 
rather than strength.

But the Idealistic reason will 
be rendered ridiculous If the 
Vietnamese show themselves In 
capable of orderly government 
and more concerned with fac 
tlonal disputes than saving them 
selves from communism. 

And the realistic reason — using 
American forces to fight the 
guerrillas in Viet Nam — will 
look more and more like colon- 
ialism and aggression If the 
South Vietnamese themselves are 
Indifferent about the reds 

The more the chaos In South 
Viet Nam, therefore, the harder 
for the Urilted States to Justify 
before the world Its continued 
presence In Viet Nam. 

Mansfield said "the Jealous 
generals of Saigon should realize 
that the hour Is- very late. 

"The United States Is commit 
ted to aid the people of Viet 
Nam. It is not committed to con 
tinned subsidy of IntramlUtary 
struggles for power and' prestige 
with American Uvea and re 



There Is a view that the Unit 
ed States should step up th« war 
against the reds. If necessary, to 
rhow them this country won't 
yield and. when this has been 
□one. work out a settlement 
with them. 

But even If the United States 
tried that It could not escape 
this bitter thought If there Is no 
stability In South Viet Nam: 

If a settlement. Is worked out 
wllh the reds It can only mean 
an eventual communist take- 
over If South Viet Nam disin- 
tegrates further and no real 
government Is possible there.

Weed Bureau Advices Area 
Farmers Agains^Hemlock 



The Twin J^lls county weed 
bureau woulQ like to bring to 
the attention of the farmers and 
livestock 'people of the county. 
Uiat the poisonous plant Water 
Hemlock Is starting to grow this 
spring, said W. B. Savage, dl-. 
redtor. 

There hav{ been two head of 
cattle lost already this spring In 
the Murtaugh area. 

"We urge you to look for this 
plant and destroy It," said Sav- 
age. 

Water Hemlock is probably the 
most poisonous plant in the 
Unlt^ States. Only a small 
amoimt of the toxic substance 
Is necessary to produce poisoning 
In livestock or in man. 

The imderground portions- of 
the plant, especially, the tuberous 
roots, are Vety 'dangerous. Severe 
livestock losses may occur when 
tho roots become »Tpi!B«d and 
are eaten by animals. People are 
sometimes poisoned by eating the 
roots which they mistake for 
wild parsnips. 

The toxic substance in Water 
Hemlock la cicutoxln, a thick yel- 
lowish liquid that has a strong 
carrotlike odor. It is found prin- 
cipally In the roots, but Is also 
present in the leaves and stems 
dining early growth. Leaves and 
stems lose most of their toxicity 
as they mature. 

Water Hemlock. ' a wetland 
plant. Is commonly found In wet 



meadows, pastures, streams, and 
ditches. It starts growth in early 
spring and in the higher eleva- 
tions flowers in June or July. 

Livestock usually show symp- 
toms of poisoning one to six 
hours after they eat the plant; 
they may die within one to two 
hours after symptoms appear. 

Symptoms of Water Hemlock 
poisoning are muscle twitching, 
rapid pulse, rapid breathing, 
tremors, conyulsions, dilation of 
the puplHI excessive salivation.

Livestock ^j)wners can reduce 
loses by . keeping animals away 
from places where water Hem- 
lock grows, and by eradicating 
the plants. 

The plant usually grows In 
small patches, and are easy to 
locate and eradicate. They can 
be eradlcatfd-by grubbing or by 
spraying them with a herbicide 
such as 2,4-D or 2, 45-'r. When 
plants are actively growing, ap- 
ply a spray at the rate_Di two 
to four pounds of acid equivalent 
per acre. If they ar? grubbed, .allJ 
plant parts, especlaJly the rools. 
must be gathered and burned. If 
they are sprayed, followup treat 
ments are necessary until eradi

Price of Idaho Hay: CUihljs 
Because of Continued Cold 



BOISE, Feb. 28 — The price of 
hay went up In Idaho ~durlng 
January. 'More hay was fed be- 
cause of severe weather In No- 
vember and December, and the 
large nimiber of cattle wintering 
on farms and' ranches. 

Idaho supplies were down 12 
per cent on Jan. 1 compared with 
a year earlier, ■'according to 
Wayne .Robinson, marketing In- 
formation specialist of the Uni- 
versity of Idaho extension serv 
Ice, who commented on the situ- 
ation In the February Issue of 
Economlo Facts for Idaho Agri 
culture, a monthly summary. 

Hay supplies In Washington 
were up eight per cent, reaching 
the largest tonnage for the sea- 
gon In seven years. OTesufp. had 



one per cent more than a year 
ago. On the other hand^. Mon- 
tana was down 13 per cent. .Near- 
ly all other Western sBCtes ha4 
lesa than last y^r. For the na- 
tion as a whole, stoclcs were down 
five per cent. i
